Recipe for Curried Fish as Food

meat conservation dish for Fri- 
day. : 
The recipe is one of a series of 
daily menus being issued by the 
committee to help housewives 
stretch foods on the conservation 
list and make the most of foods 
in plentiful supply. 

The curried fish can be made 
with fresh, frozen or canned fish, 


desired, The committee suggested 
baked potatoes, a green vegetable 
and a baked apple to round out 
the meal. 

The recipe: 

“One and one-half to two 
pounds of fresh or frozen fish. 

“One small onion,

“One tablespoon green pepper, 
chopped.

“Three tablespoons flour. 

“One teaspoon curry powder (or 
less, to suit family taste). 

“Milk (optional). 

“A little fat. 

“If fish is fresh or frozen, place 
in two cups boiling salted water 
and simmer 10 minutes, or until 
fish flakes easily when tested 
with a fork. Drain cooked or 
canned fish and separate into 
flakes. Save liquid and add water 
or milk to make. two cups. Cook 
chopped vegetables in a little fat, 
add flour, curry and liquid. Cook 
slowly until thickened, stirring 
constantly. Pour over fish. Gar- 
nish with parsley. Serves four to

WASHINGTCN, Oct. 9 (UP)— 
The Department of Labor reported 
today that average wholesale 
prices for 900 basic commodities 
increased six-tenths of 1 per cent 
last week, chiefly because of 
“marked increase '' for most 
grains. The department’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics said that as of 
Oct, 4, average wholesale prices 
stood 57.1 per cent above the 1926 
average and 25.6 per cent above 
the corresponding week in 1946. 

BLS said higher grain prices, 
coupled with increases for live- 
‘stock, poultry, fresh fruits and 
vegetables, sent prices of farm 
products up an average of 1.5 per 
cent. Is said that ,as a group, 
prices of farm products on the 
wholesale market last. week were 
2.8 per cent higher than a month 
earlier and 18.7 per cent above 
early October 1946. 

Average food prices, “led by 
higher prices for ceeral products,” 
moved up four-tenths of 1 per cent 
for the week, the agency reported. 

Over-all food prices on the 
wholesale market at week’s end 
were 2.4 per cent above early Sep- 
tember and nearly 32 per cent 
higher than the same week last: 
year. 

BLS said more than 800 com- 
modities other than farm products 
and foods increased three-tenths 
of 1 per cent for the week, Whole- 
sale prices for this group, which 
includes iron, steel, lumber, chem- 
icals and most other basic com- 
modities, were 23.1 per cent above

U.S. Jet Missile 
Exceeds Speed 
Of 1500 M.P.H. 


Ehunches From 
B-29—-Crasheg Into 
Sea After Test. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (UP)— 
The National Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics said today that a 


wingless ram-jet missile had de- 
veloped a speed of more than 1500 
miles an hour in a recent test off 
the Virginia coast. : 

The missile, launched: from a 
B-29, was pilotless. It followed a 
pre-determined course and then 
dropped into the sea, 

This disclosure of American 
progress in the field of supersonic 
flight—which is flight faster than 
the speed of sound—was prompted 
by publication Wednesday of ac- 
counts from England of the 900- 
mile-an-hour flight of pilotless. 
rocket craft. 

In disclosing the American test, 
M. B. Ames, chief of the commit- 
tee’s aerodynamics resé¢arch 
branch, said the next step will be 
to provide the missile with an 
auto-pilot mechanism which can 
be controlled remotely from an 
airplane or a land base. | 

The committee does not at the 
moment have any plans for piloted 
aircraft powered with a ram-jet 
engine, Ames said, 

Ames said the missile which 
went faster than 1500 miles an 
hour igs the same ram-jet which 
was announced about a year ago.

JAt is no secret that the United 
States delegation is seeking means 
to satisfy both Jewish and Arab 
parties to the dispute, but it is 
doubtful that the admission of 
Russian arms to the Middle East 
would conform to long range ob- 
jectives of American policy.

One possibility suggested by the 
reports of partition support by 
Slav nation spokesmen was that 
they were “planted” to make 
even more difficult the American 
decision of a Palestinian policy. 

If the Soviet Union demanded 
military representation as _ the 
price for approval of a U. N. 
settlement, it is likely the United 
States would be faced with the 
disagreeable choice of accepting 
the terms or voting against the 
entire United Nations commission 
majority report. That document 
recommends partition and crea- 
tion of a Jewish political state.

BEIRUT, Lebanon, Oct. 9 (AP) 
_ Amin E) Husseini, the ex- 
lied Mufti of Jerusalem, took a

The red-bearded, berobed Mufti, 
leader of all Palestine’s Arabs 
and a power in the whole Mosiem 
world, arrived at the mountain 
resort of Aley, where the confer- 
ence is being held, flying from 
his place of exile in Cairo. 

He held a round of conferences 
today as the league’s executive 
eub-committee went into session. 

One sub-committee source said 
there was now unanimous agree- 
ment among delegates that defi- 
nite, practical action is necessary 
to prepare the whole Arab world 
for the “defense” of. Palestine. 

“Jews of the whole world, with 
the support of some of the major 
powers, are trying to drive our 
people of Palestine out of their 
own country, while at the same 
time shouting at each other in 
Lake Success about ‘democracy,’” 
this informant declared. 

“We are here for this meeting 
because we have come to know 
that only if we prepare to fight 
will we be able to repulse this 
invasion.” ‘ 

Riad Bey Es Solh, Premier 0

lic.” He had been granted sanc- 
tuary in Egypt after fleeing from 
exile in a Paris suburb in May 
1946.

CLAYTON SAYS 


No Limitations by Russia Can Dam Chan- 
nels Cut by Centuries of Use, 
Under Secretary Asserts.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9—No limi- 
tations imposed by Russia will be 
able to dam the trade channels 
between eastern and western 
Europe which have been cut by 
centuries of use. This opinion 


was expressed with confidence by 
William L. Clayton, Under Secre- 
tary of State for Economic Affairs, 
at a press confergnce this morn- 
ing. He returne 
Geneva, after an absence which, 
with one interval at home, has 
continued since April. 

Eastern Europe produces fqod 
and raw materials, while western 
Europe supplies manufactured 
goods, he explained. The two 
regions are complementary, as 
each provides what the other 
lacks. Commerce between them 
amounts to an act of nature, and 
it is difficult, said Clayton, for 
men to interfere with processes so 
natural, logical and long estab- 
lished. 

Trade between the areas, he 
promised, will inevitably be re- 
sumed the moment both arrive at 
surplus production. There is no 
surplus production at present in 
the West, and only a slight sur- 
plus output of food in the Hast. 
But it is expected, said Clayton, 
that normal conditions may be 
restored within four or five years. 

Cites Work at Geneva. 

The Under Secretary declared 
also that the Marshall plan will 
become a vain delusion and a 
mere futile stop-gap unless it is 
backed up by long-term expansion 
and distribution of world com- 
modities on a great scale, To find 
that end he has been occupied at 
Geneva in helping frame a charter 
for the international trade organi- 
zation and negotiating agreements 
with member countries for reduc- 
tion of such barriers as tariffs, 
import controls and preference 
systems. 

He expressed astonishment at 
speculation in this country .that 
the undertaking at Geneva has 
been scrapped by the Marshall 
plan. The latter, he said, is an 
emergency program for one area, 
while the former is an abiding 
scheme covering the entire world.

ter Frank R. Creedon, It was the 
first action under a section of the 
new rent control law allowing 
blanket increases. 

Creedon acted on recommenda- 

tion of local rent advisory boards 
created under the rent control ex- 
tension act of last Congress. 
Simultaneously, he approved con- 
tinued controls in Charleston, W. 
Va., Duluth, Minn., Superior, Wis., 
St. Petersburg, Fla, and New 
Castle, Ind., as recommended by 
boards there. 
Complete decontrol was ap- 
proved for Lawrence county, S.D., 
with the exception of the city of 
Spearfish. This, and the 5 per cent 
increase in Jefferson county, Ky., 
which includes Louisville, became 
effective today. 

No Rise in Case of Lease. 
The 5 per cent blanket increase 
would not be in addition to any 
15 per cent increase negotiated 
between landlord and tenant in re- 
turn for a leasé which extends 
until Dec. 31, 1948. 

Creedon is required by law to 
act within 30 days on any recom- 
mendation made to’him by local 
boards, Thus, the speed of any 
future actions under this section 
of the law rests largely in the 
hands of local boards, 

A major controversy developed 
over the recommendation by the 
Louisville board. The Louisville 
local of the International Associa- 
tion -of Machinists contended to 
Creedon that the board was “heav- 
ily loaded in favor of real estate 
operator and landlord.”

| EL PASO, Tex., Oct. 9 (UP)— 


Fifty-three passengers and crew 


members agreed today that only a 


‘miracle saved them when their 


four-motored airliner went into 
unexplained acrobatics and wound 
up flying upside down in the op- 
posite direction to its original 
course yesterday afternoon. 


Capt. Charles Sisto, Culver City, 
Calif., the pilot, could offer no ex- 
planation for the plane's unex- 
pected antics. 

The :Civil Aeronautics Board was 
investigating today. Perry Hodg- 
den of Fort Worth, chief of the 
Regional Safety Bureau of the 
CAB, told reporters after his ar- 
rival here last night that the cause 
of the near-tragedy could not be 
determined until a thorough in- 
vestigation had been conducted. 


“Factors controlling such a quirk 
are too numerous,” he said. 

L. G. Fritz of New York City, 
American Airlines vice president 
in charge of operations, said the 
plane and its equipment would be 
turned over to the CAB for inspec- 
tion, 

The plane, an American Airlines 
flagship, was en route from Dal- 
las, Tex., to Los Angeles. 

Sisto said the DC-4 plane went 
out of control and began climbing 
rapidly. While he was struggling 
to right the plane, he said, it 
nosed over, executed the first half 
of an outside loop and dived from 
an 8000-foot altitude to about 400 
feet from the ground before the 
pilots regained control. 

An outside loop is one of the 
most difficult aerobatics. _ Many 
pilots have been kiled trying the 
maneuver, Large planes seldom 
have been able to.complete the 
loop, which is started by nosing 
the plane into a dive. 

Sisto said the 65,000-pound plane, 
had been cruising at a speed of 
228 miles per hour. 

“The ship started to climb..,.I 
disengaged the automatic pilot 
and the Flettner control (auxiliary 
control tabs with a balancing ac- 
tion) took over,” Sisto said. 

“The plane went into an outside 
loop. It was violent. We went 
around at terrific speed. I was 
thrown against feathering but- 
tons. That feathered three props 
and was a factor in saving us, I 
think,” 

He estimated it was all over in 
30 seconds. 

Few Had Safety Belts Fastened. 

Few of the 48 passengers had 
fastened their safety belts. When 
the plane began the loop, they 
were thrown violently from their 
seats to the ceiling of the plane. 

As passengers and baggage 
bounced about in the passenger 


compartment, Sisto, his co-pilot, 
Capt. Mel Logan, and a “student 
observer,” Capt. John Beck, 
struggled desperately to control 
the plane. After finally righting 
it, they made an unscheduled 
landing at El Paso airport. 

None of the passengers or the 
five members of the crew was in- 
jured seriously although one per- 
son remainéd in El Paso for 
further medical treatment. 

Sisto said that when the plane 
started its strange acrobatics he 
adjusted the automatic pilot, 
which failed to halt the climb, and 
then began struggling with the 
direct controls as the plane 
headed into a dive. 

Beck, who used to fly with an 
aerial circus, was at the controls 
pith the chief pilot. 

“Sisto and I were jammed up 
by centrifugal force,” he said. “We 
got down when the plane was up- 
side down and helped Logan— 
who had carried on the struggle— 
get control of the’ plane. It’s just 
a miracle that we got out, 

“Of course, it helped that we 
knew some acrobatics. We pushed 
the nose up and rolled out of it, 
just like you would in a regular 
slow roll—an acrobatic maneu- 
ver.” 

Charles H. Colvin of Washing- 
ton, D. C., a member of President 
Truman’s air policy committee, 
was among the passengers on the 
trip. Five of those aboard were 
children. 

Clyde Miller, a civilian Navy 
employe at Oakland, Calif., said: 
“All the passengers were dumped 
out of their seats in a flash. It 
seemed as if the world was com- 
ing to an end. People and pieces 
of baggage were flying through 
the air, and the people were 
ghouting and scre ‘sas 

Officials of American at Dallas 
said it was an amazing incident, 
but that the 19C-4 was built. to 
withstand “certain stresses,”. one 
of which was the outside loop,:

Faces Other Charges of 
Beating, Forcing 
Grandchildren to Run 
Up, Down Stairs. 


Mrs. Gertrude Bowman, room- 
ing-Rouse keeper, was acquitted of 
a charge of mistreating her 7-year- 
old grandson, Jerry Lee Bagby, 
by a jury in Circuit Judge Wil- 
liam H. Killoren’s court today. 
The jury deliberated for one hour 
before returning a verdict of ac- 
quittal., ’ 

Mrs. Bowman faces three other 
charges of mistreating her three 
grandchildren, Warrants against 
her were issued last June 9. In 
them she is charged with forcing 
Jerry Lee and his sister, Betty 
Jean, 6, to run up and down the 
basement steps for five hours 
with their hands over their heads, 
and with beating a thied child, 
Frances Bagby, 3, with a strap for 
a half an hour. 

Mrs, Bowman at the trial denied 
mistreating Jerry Lee; but ad- 
mitted that she had tied him in a 
closet “for a few minutes” last 
March 10 when she went to the 
basement of the rooming house at 
720 Aubert avenue to answer a 
complaint of a roomer. 

She told the jury she had tied 
him in the closet in order to 
“keep him out of mischief.” On 
an earlier occasion, she testified, 
she had found the boy threatening 
with a butcher knife the four 
other Bagby children, whom she 
was caring for also. 

Jerry Lee testified yesterday 
that his grandmother Mad beaten 
him with the buckle end of a belt, 
bound his hands and feet and 
locked him in a closet for nearly 
15 hours last March 10. 

He was left tied in the closet 
until after daylight, Jerry Lee 
testified, and then his grand- 
mother untied him and sent him 
upstairs to the bathroom, where 
he locked himself in. He said she 
broke open the door of the bath-. 
room, beat him again with the 
belt and tied him up in the closet 
where he remained until police, 
summoned by roomers, released 
him about 5 /p.m..- 

Jerry Lee told doctors at City 
Hospital, where police took him 
for treatment, that he had suf- 
fered the many bruises found on 
his face and body when he fell 
down the basement steps of the 
home the day before the beating 
is alleged to have taken place. 
He testified yesterday, however, 
that he gave this account of the 
injuries because he was afraid of 
his grandmother. eras

Britain 
sold $80,000,000 worth of gold to 
the United States for dollars on 
Sept. 15. 

The new sale was believed to 
have reduced the British gold re- 
serve to about $2,240,000,000. The 
exact total is a Government secret. | 

Chancellor of the Exchequer |

serve was worth $2,320,000,000. Sir 
Stafford Cripps, the new Minister |

New Experiments to Fol.- 
low Round Trip -Push 
Button Journey From 
U.S. to Britain. 


By JAMES STREBIG 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (AP)— 
Air Force ‘experts already are 
planning automatic flight experi- 
ments with jet fighters and larger 
transports now that the push but- 
ton system has proved itself in an 


8000-mile round trip to England. 
Officials from Wright Field and 

the Clinton county air base here 

are unwilling to discuss such proj- 


kKnowledged their existence today 
after the C-54 Skymaster had suc- 
cessfully completed the final leg 
from Stephensville, Newfoundland, 
1500 miles away. 

The C-54, second in the series of 
;push button planes, is unique in 
‘that it combines all the mechani- 
cal applications of control avail- 
able im planes of that type. Offi- 
cials regard it as an interesting 
-specimen because it has been 
| rigged through an electronic brain 
to perform in proper sequence all 
flight steps from takeoff to land- 
ing. 

However, experts Buch as Col. 
Benjamin 8. Kelsey, who fathered 
the project, say its true value is 
thet parts of the :ystem, as well 
as the entire combination, can be 
used to meet specific problems. 

One problem now being studied 
is application of the automatic 
control to approach and landing 
procedure for jet planes. This is a 
critical problem for jets, because 
their fuel supply usually requires 
that once they have started down 
from altitude they must continue 
to a landing. Automatic flight 
could improve on human perform- 
}ance as well as relieve the pilot of 
|considerable strain. 

Some phases of the automatic 
flight system could be useg in - 
large rlanes—like the giant B- 
bomber and the Boeing C-97 
Stratofreighter which are being 
readied for the Air Force—to han- 
dle operations which might be 
critical unless done with mechani- 
cal precision. 

One of the things it could do is 
retract the landing gear at pre- 
cisely th- right moment, reliev- 
ing the pilot of that regponsibility. 
The gear creates a tremendous 
drag in such a plane, and must be 
got up quickly — but not too 
quickly—for proper climbing 
speed. 

Having made haif a dozen long 
flights ranging from 1500 to 2900 
miles with the automatic C-54, Air 
Force experts feel that particular 
plane has beén pretty well worked 
over, although numerous. improve- 
ments in the equipment remain to 
be made, 

On the five-stop trans-Atlantic 
round trip, the plane had to be 
landed manually at Westover 
Field, Mass., and Stephensville for

“I know that our party programs look a lot alike on paper,”

We heard this argument from 
Socialists and Social Democrats in 
Finland, Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
Austria, Hungary, Romania and 
Bulgaria — everywher except in 
Yugoslavia, where no opposition 
to the Communist party is al- 
lowed in any form. They were men 
‘who believe in state ownership of 
the means of production — men 
who agree with the Communists 
on most economic matters, but 
will not acknowledge the leader- 
ship of the Soviet Union. 

Because of this difference of 
opinion Communists and Social- 
ists are political rivals throughout 
eastern Europe. Because of the 
similarity of their economic views 
they ; im many countries 
im uneasy coalition governments. 

Peasant Parties Liquidated. 


' The only other large political 
‘group that challenged Communist 
domination was ranincncool by the 
mass peasant movemen repre- 
by Stanislaw Mikolajezyk's 
Polish Peasant party, Juliu Ma- 
niu’s National Peasant party in 
Romania and Nikola Petkov’s 
Agrarian in Bulgaria. But 
the last two have been destroyed 
and the first is being subjected to 
powerful political pressure, 

The Roman Catholic Church is 
still a force in Poland, eastern 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary and Yu- 
goslavia. Politically, however, its 
influence is limited. 

The Socialists, on the other 
hand, are still strong in Finland, 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Austria 
and Hungary. There are Commu- 
nist attempts to split them and 
absorb them. ‘They are divided 
into right and left wings. But they 
hang together somehow and sur- 
vive. Not so in Romania and Bul- 
garia, where they barely breathe. 

In Finland they are the most 
active opponents the Communists 
have. They can count on 25 per 
- gent of the popular vote. In Po- 
land they might get 40 per cent in 
any free election. In western 
Czechoslovakia they polled 16 per 
cent of the vote. In Austria, more 
than half the people are with 

them, and in Hungary, if they 
were not split wide open, they 
might poll a third of votes. 
Their basic trouble is a mixed 
Gesire to co-operate with the 
Communists for economic recon- 
struction and to remain'an inde- 
pendent party. When they are 
too independent they are accused 
by, Communists of attempting “to 
disrupt the unity of the working 
class.” When they co-operate 
completely Communists work to 
| absorb them. Absorption is the 
Communist goal. 
Joint Meetings in Poland. 
In Poland the Communist Vice 
Premier, Wiadislaw Gomulka, first 
“one workers’ party” last 
. A somewhat nervous Social- 
ist party executive committee 
agreed the idea was fine in prin- 
ciple, but reported it did not be- 
lieve the time ripe for action. Go- 
mulka acquiesced, but joint meet- 
ings for “ideological co-operation” 
were as a preparatory 
step. 


In Czechoslovakia Kiement 
the Prime Minister, 
told Russell Hill:

They tried to do this in Romania 
in August, but when Ion Burca, 
the Socialist Vice Minister of the 
Interior, protested at union voting 
by a show of hands, he was ex- 
pelled from the government by 
the Communist cabinet. 


Socialist protests at the conduct 
of the August elections in Hun- 
gary almost upset the shaky co- 
alition government, Only the “ad- 
vice” of the Soviet occupation 
commander ed them. not 
to resign from the cabinet. 


Communist tactics against the 
»Catholic Church are more subtle. 


slovakia, Hungary and Austria, 
where more than half the popu- 
lation looks to the Vatican for 
spiritual leadership, every effort 
is made to 
fight. The line in all countries 
is to compromise with the Church 
when necessary, to destroy its po- 
litical influence and to tolerate or 
appear to approve religious wor- 
ship. Warsaw’s Communist admin- 
istration, for exampie, has given 
priority to reconstruction of the 
shattered cathedral, though other 
public buildings lie in ruins. . 

Communists believe that Catho- 
lic opposition is essentially nega- 
tive, grounded as it is on the de- 
votion of peasants to their parish 
priests. Given control of the 
schools, they told us, they could 
handle the situation within a gen- 
‘eration. 


Seek Moscow Control. 


In Orthodox countries—Romania 
and Bulgaria—the plan is to bring 
national churches under the wing 
of the Patriarch of: the Russian 
Orthodox Church, Patriarch Alexei 
of Moscow went to Romania in 
May and spoke to Patriarch Nico- 
di~ about uniting the two churches. 
The latter did not commit him- 
self, but he did agree to attend 
an Orthodox congress in Moscow 
this month. 

On the agenda for that meeting 
is one interesting item: Discussion 
whether a united church should be 
used politically “as a united front 
against all those who disturb the 
peace of the world.” 

Orthodox churches, however, are 
reasonably co-operative with Com- 
munist forces. They stick to re- 
ligious affairs, avoiding politics. 
Whatever the outcome of the Mos- 
cow congress, their future role 
will not be one of opposition. 


Consequently, American officials 
in some countries are beginning 
to recognize Socialists as allies in 
the political conflict with the 
Communists. In Austria, American 
military government policy is now 
to give them greater support than 
to the Catholic People’s party of 
center and right wing tendencies. 

Ow much encouragement they 

get will depend on the under- 
standing in the United States of 
the difference between Socialism 
and Communism; between Social- 
ism, which defends civil liberties, 
and Communism, which bases its

Giant B-36 May 
Be Factor in 


ical Advance in 
Range and Bombing 
Load.

HE first Consolidated-Vultee 
B-36s should be in the hands 
of some tactical unit of the 
Air Forces this autumn. The 
event will be notable in air his- 
tory from several standpoints. 


The mammoth plane represents 
radical advance in range and 
bomb load, It may also approach 
high-water mark jn size, beyond 
which the law of diminishing re- 


jturns does not justify building. 


The B-36 starts its career with 
conventional engines. It is prob- 
ably the last great aircraft which 
will-do so, and in the course of 
its own modifications may well 
wind up in the first of the great 
jet bombers. In short, the B-36 
is in the nature of a “great di- 
vide” project designed to fill an 
interim period of strategic con- 
cept between the old and new 
sources of engine economics, 

Aircraft development has come 
to the place where we can scarcely 
speak of any particular model as 
a static entity. We can say, of 
course, that an airplane has s0 
much wing span, is so long, 80 
high and weighs so much. In 
other words, we can create a pic- 
ture of a certain model. All this 
is more or less meaningless, since 
the statistics only hint at the util- 
ity of the craft. 

Physical Description. 

In the case of the B-36 the 
plane is 163 feet long, forty-seven 
feet high, has a wing span of 230 
feet, a gross weight of 278,000 
pounds and six pusher-type en- 
gines. Fuel capacity is more than 
21,000 gallons, oil capacity 1200 
gallons and the bomb bays have 
a cubic capacity in excess of four 
railroad boxcars, The plane theo- 
retically can fly 10,000 miles with 
10,000 pounds of bombs and over 
& range of miles can carry 
ten times the bomb load of a B-29. 
Its bomb load for shorter distances 
is 72,000 pounds, :

There are a number of factors,

As a citizen who helpsppay the 
bill my first question concerns 
the production of the B-36. Can 
it be produced in mass quantity, 
if emergency arises? 

Production Possibilities, 
Having studied its production 
methods, its modification poten- 
tials and sub-contracting possi- 
bilities for both machine tooling 
and parts, I conclude that, in 


target, the B-36 can ‘be mass-pro- 
duced at the normal level of Amer- 
can industrial efficiency. In fact, 
on a basis of man hours for each 
100 pounds of fabricated airplane, 
that B-36 lends itself phenomenal- 
ly well to mass production. 

The next thing I wish to know 
is how far the B-36 can reach ef- 
fectively under practical condi- 
tions. I’m not interested in its 
hypothetical range, i.e. how far 
it can fly with what load in still 
air. I waht to know where it can 
hit with effective loads of any 
kind of air, allowing time to-man- 
euver and take evasive action 
from enemy or storm. 

The radius of action of a 
bomber is three-eights of its de- 
sign range. The range of the 
B-36 is 10,000 miles. Three eighths 
of that distance is 8750 miles. 

I put my flight plotter on a 
polar projection map at points 
such as Alaska, Labrador and 
similar spots, and drew circles 
3750 miles in radius. My conclu- 
sion is that 3750 miles is a bit

Gandhi's Triumph 


The news from India is much better. For a 
time it looked as though nothing could save 
that country from drifting into steadily worse 
anarchy and civil war. All the news was of 
wholesale slaughters of populations and of ever- 
spreading disorders. Now the truth of what 
happened to stem the tide of communal war and 
anarchy is being revealed. As the various bits 


‘ of the story are fitted together, it may well 


prove to be one of the most remarkable devel- 
opments in modern history. 

We are told that the government did actually 
teeter on the verge of collapse during the two 
weeks after the birth of the new dominion on 
Aug. 15, and was saved only by the formation 
of an emergency committee of the Cabinet 
presided over by the Governor-General, Lord 
Mountbatten, at the urgent request of the Prime 
Minister, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru. 

The committee adopted the excellent rule that 
nothing brought up at one of its daily meetings 
could ever be shelved. It either was acted upon 
by the properly delegated authority or was elimi- 
nated. There was no alibi, no buck-passing. Only 
by such stringent means was cut the snarl of 
red tape in which the new government found 
itself enveloped. Government began to func- 
tion again and chaos was averted. 

Still more remarkable seems to have been the 
part played by Mahatma Gandhi. Almost single- 
handed, he appears to have won such an ex- 
traordinary victory aver the mounting wave of 
hate and intolerance which threatened to engulf 
all India, as to be proclaimed a miracle, Gandhi 
stepped into the situation at a most critical 
moment when Calcutta was threatened with the 
same kind of gory spectacles as had overtaken 
cities like Lahore and Amritsar. 

First, Gandhi sought and gained the co-opera- 
tion of the local Moslem leader. Then the two 
of them lived together for two days in a Moslem 
house -in one of the worst affected areas, at- 
tended only by Moslem servants and eating only 


~ Moslem food, The effect of this action alone 
“Tt seemed. 


was instantaneous and tremendous. 
as if there had never been bad blood between 
Hindus and Moslems,” said Gandhi. “In their 
thousands, they began to embrace one another 
and to pass freely through places which were 
considered to be points of danger by one party 
or the other.” 

Gandhi and the Moslem. leader, H. S. Suhra- 
wardy, then called a mass meeting of Hindus 
and Moslems which they both addressed. Daily 
prayer meetings for members of both religions 
jointly were held at various points in the city. 
When these measures did not suffice to bring 
about complete peace, Gandhi brought out the 
weapon that in his hands has never been known 
to fail: he began a fast which he announced 
would end only with his death or the return of 
sanity to Calcutta. 

He had to fast but three days. The commu- 
nal peace that descended on the city was so com- 
plete that the authorifies were able to withdraw 
curfew restrictions that had been in force for 12 
months. Fraternization became so ardent that 
Hindus began visiting mosques and Moslems 
temples. Weapons that had been used in the 


rioting were surrendered to Gandhi. 


Gandhi, says the Governor of West Bengal, 
Mr. Rajagopalachari, “has achieved many things, 
but in my considered opinion there has been 
nothing, not even independence, which is so 
truly wonderful as his victory over evil in Cal- 
cutta.” The Moslem League newspaper’s tribute 
to him seems to be the literal truth: “He was 
ready to die that we might live peacefully.” 

If India wins through to peace, it is plain that 
the credit for the victory will go very largely to 


three men, Mountbatten, Nehru and Gandhi— 


and the last named’s likeness to a saint becomes 
more apparent with every passing year. It is a 
pity that Jews and Arabs in Palestine cannot be 
induced to follow his example.

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Question for TVA 


For a long time TVA, though brilliantly suc- 
cessful in many ways, still had to fight for its 
life. It had to fight against political enemies, 
like Senator McKellar, whose greedy objective 
was to get his hands on TVA jobs for patronage 
purposes. It had to fight against private power 
companies, who feared its competitive influence. 
Now, however, TVA is not only a settled institu- 
tion, but it is world famous. It is of-age. 

Why, then, does not the TVA board act to re- 
move some of the points of criticism that still 
exist? One of the chief points is that TVA book- 
keeping differs from the bookkeeping of private 
corporations; therefore, exact comparisons can- 
not be made between TVA costs and the costs 
of private corporations. This criticism has caused 
many persons to reserve their approval. 

For instance, at a hearing on TVA finances, 
Senators Ferguson of Michigan and Dworshak 
of Idaho suggested that TVA ought to pay in- 
terest on the $343,000,000 which it has borrowed 
from the Government for development of its 
power facilities TVA Chairman Gordon Clapp 
had no convincing answer to this suggestion. 

‘In the past, when the question of paying in- 
terest came up, TVA’s champions have answered 


‘that it would bean absurdity for the Govern- 


ment to pay interest on money it is borrowing 
from itself. However, a Government corpora- 


. tion—which TVA is—is not the same as the 


Government itself. It is supparted by the Gov- 
ernment and is responsible to the Government, 
but it is conducting a business operation. 

Of course, it can be argued that for a Gov- 
ernment corporation to pay interest on money 
borrowed from the Government would be a mat- 
ter of form—it would involve bookkeeping with- 
out any net change in the Government’s own as- 
sets. But that argument, shoots wide of the mark. 
TVA opération is supposed to rival private busi- 


s 


ness operation and serve as a measure of the 
fairness of the latter’s rates. That being true, 
why shouldn't its books be set up, so far as 
power is concerned, like the books of a private 
corporation? Why shouldn't interest be paid on 
the $343,000,000 at a rate that private utilities 
must pay? 

While there are certain aspects of TVA, such 
as flood control, that are Government functions, 


not related in any way to private business, that © 


is not true of its power development. We be- 
lieve TVA could set up its books to parallel 
those of private corporations and still make an 
admirable showing, both as to costs and to rates 
charged. If it did so, TVA would silence many 
of its remaining critics. 
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Progress by Dr. Bredeck 

Dr. Bredeck has been forced to acknowledge 
that bad feeling exists among milk producers 
in the St. Louis area because of the way the 
city’s milk ordinance has been administered. 

At a meeting of producers, distributors and 
city health officials Tuesday, it was agreed to 
make certain “clarifications” of Health Depart- 
ment regulations to meet producers’ objections. 

For example, producers have complained that 
if'a farmer were removed from the approved 
list for a minor infraction of rules, or if the 
farm were sold or taken over by another mem- 
ber of the family, the Health Department re- 
fused to requalify the farm unless barns and 
milk houses were remodeled. The effect of this 
refusal was often to force the farm off the market. 

Various disinterested experts have declared 
that there is a shortage of milk in St. Louis 
partly because of the way Dr. Bredeck and his 
inspectors have enforced the ordinance. Dr. 
Warren Waite, of the University of Minnesota, 
said so in a report that was suppressed, but 
whose contents were revealed recently. Dr. 
Roland Bartlett of the University of Illinois 
said so. Dr. Haven Emerson, nationally known 
consultant on health problems, said so. 

The milk ordinance itself is an excellent one 
and must be preserved at all costs. But model 
laws can be wrecked by poor administration. 
Bad feeling between producers and the City 
Health Department is shown by the demand of 
the Sanitary Milk Producers that three field 
inspectors be fired. These inspectors, it was 
charged, have “proved themselves incompetent 
in selling the Health Department program to 
the producers they inspect.” 

One inspector was said to lack tact in his 
dealings with farmers, removed farms from the 
approved list when the operators were not at 
home, and engaged in favoritism with other pro- 
ducers. Another also lacked tact and was in- 
consistent in his demands on farmers. A third 
was said not to have won the confidence of pro- 
ducers. 

The result of the farmers’ resentment toward 
Bredeck'’s office has been to deprive St. Louis 
of part of its natural milk supply, to raise milk 
prices here, and to cause St. Louis to depend 
for part of its milk on the Chicago market. Milk 
from that market is not subject to the safe- 
guards provided by the St. Louis ordinance. 

Dr. Bredeck owes it to the city, to the splen- 
did milk ordinance which he fathered and to 
the farmers in the St. Louis milk shed to alter 
his methods and those of his inspectors. He 
has made a start. Let him go further to estab- 
lish a feeling of mutual confidence and respect 
between Health Department and farmers. 
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As to Immorality in Germany 

Two clergymen who recently visited Germany 
are engaged in a heated debate as to the extent 
of immorality among our troops. 

Dr. Harold Ockenga of Boston declares that 
“shacking up is general” and that “the majority 
have succumbed.” He adds that “most women 
are ready to sell their favors for a few candy 
bars or cigarettes.” Dr. W. O. H. Garman of 
Washington says Dr. Ockenga’s accusations are 
“calumnious” and wants him to make a public 
apology. Dr. Garman asserts that he personal- 
ly counted only five drunken GIs on the trip 
and that he “didn’t see so many more prosti- 
tutes on the streets of European cities than we 


have sometimes seen here at home.” 


Perhaps the lesson of the debate is clergy- 
men should not‘be entrusted with the task of 
reporting on the conduct of occupation troops. 
Both Ockenga and Garman are wrong. The for- 
mer is so concerned with seeking out evil that 
he found more than there is. The latter, rising 
ta a fine fervor of defense for GlIs,: obviously 
did not do a careful and thorough job of inves- 
tigation. So the truth is somewhere in the mid- 
die. In every army of invasion or occupation 
since the beginning of time, there has been plen- 
ty of immorality. Why blink it? But to imagine 
every GI in Europe as a satyr is ridiculous. 
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Two generals’ wives, one divorced, have titled 
their reminiscences “Together” and “Apart.” If 
the generals write theirs, they could just call 
them “Here!” 
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Uncle Sam: Senior Partner 

Americans may as well get ready to pay the 
major part of occupation costs in the merged 
British-American zones of Germany. 

The recent agreement to divide these costs 
equally between Britain and the United States 
was doomed from the start. As the economic 
pincers tighten, Britain will find itself unable 
to pay out $400,000,000 a year for this purpose. 
Thus, the two-nation financial conference now 


‘meeting in Washington undoubtedly will assign 


a much larger share to the United States and 
reduce Britain’s proportion accordingly. 

This is not altogether bad news for us, If 
the United States is going to foot the bill, it will 
also assume definitely the role of senior partner. 
If we pay the piper, we can also call the tune. 
Plenty of ground has been lost in German re- 
covery by the division of authority between 


Britain and the United States in Western Ger- 


many. This should be avoided in the future by 
the exercise of decisive American leadership. 

It has been said, anent the carving up of 
Germany among the three major powers, that 
the Russians got the farm lands, Britain got 
the Ruhr, and the United States got the scenery. 
Under the new-alignment, American genius can 
be used to revive the Ruhr and, with that re- 
vival, we can look to a self-supporting Germany.

As builders are so fond of saying, “it 
comes down to feet and inches.” But one of 
the reasons for the high cost of building is 
certainly the chaotic variety of sizes in 
building materials. Our wealth of recently 
developed building ‘materials has not yet 
made its full contribution toward reducing 
building costs for this reason. 


As the slow revolution in construction 
methods takes, the form of more and more 
finished components of buildings being de- 
livered at the site ready for assembly and 
installation, it is clear that the lack of 
workable dimensional standards results in 
much extra cutting and fitting of mate- 
rials on the job. 


Here is one fundamental reason for high 
building costs that can be remedied by ap- 
plying a solution ready at hand. 


Nearly a decade ago the American Stand- 
ards Association, stimulated by the earlier 
research of Albert Farwell Bemis, adopted 
the four-inch module as a dimensional 
standard for materials and components. 


This standard has now been adopted by 
the brick, the tile and other building in- 
dustries. Today “bricks fit bricks, but they 
won't fit doors.” Much work remains to 
be done before the four-inch module be- 
comes standard for all the building indus- 
tries and a fixed basis for design, 


Individual manufacturers are ill equipped 
to apply the new standard without assist- 
ance, Dimensional law and order can only 
be achieved on an industry-wide basis. 


To secure the willing compliance of the 
building industries in this desirable reform, 
fundamental research of the type com- 
menced by the Office of Technical Serv- 
ices in the Department of Commerce is 
necessary. 


In citing the need for a continuation of 
such research, abruptly curtailed in the last 
session of Congress, the president of the 
Producers’ Council, an association of build- 
ing materials and equipment manufactur- 
ers, has wisely called for a renewal of an 
activity that only a government agency 
can perform with likelihood of success. 


Government assistance in this matter 
does not mean the imposition of dimen- 
sional standards, as governments in some 
Western European nations have imposed 
a nearly equivalent 10-centimeter module. 


It means that with government leader- 
ship and technical aid, industry by indus- 
try, the technical problems that now bar 
the way to the adoption of the new ’ stand 
ard can be worked out. 


No industry has submitted to the sus- 
tained criticism and even abuse that the 
building industries have absorbed in recent 
years. Some of it is justified. But it is ab- 
surd for government to berate the diffuse 
and poorly integrated building industries 


on the one hand and on the other to with- 


hold the means to progress. 


We need the houses and other structures 
building must provide too urgently to tri- 
fle with this issue.

The Progressive is dead, victim of rising 
publication costs and the waning influence 
of a political family. The Progressive was 
the personal organ of the LaFollettes. 


It was established as LaFollette’s Week- 
ly Magazine at Madison in 1909 by the 
founder of the dynasty, the elder Robert M. 
LaFollette. By that time he had acquired 
national eminence as a political reformer 
and a devoted personal following in his 
own state and outside of it.. He felt the 
need of a pulpit from which regularly to 
address his flock and to advance liberalism. 


William Jennings Bryan, who was then 
in the Democratic party, roughly speaking, 
the opposite number to Mr. LaFollette in 
the Republican, already had his own week- 
ly organ, The Commoner. This Mr. Bryan 
had started at Lincoln, Nebr., after his de- 
feat for the presidency in 1900. The elec- 
tion results revealed that the loyalties he 
had evoked in the 1896 campaign, while 
still not enough to put him in the White 
House, were strong and extensive. 

Mr. Byran held forth in his paper and 
Mr. LaFollette in his, along similar lines. 
They goiced the swelling protest of the 


masses after the turn of the century against 
an allidnce between government on one 
hand and finance and industry on the other 
—an alliance in which government was not 
the master. 


Each man intensely wanted to be Presi- 
dent and each failed in that ambition. Mr. 
LaFollette, in fact, was finally to leave the 
Republicans in bitterness and disappoint- 
ment to found a party of his own. 
what the people learned from Mr. Bryan 


and Mr. LaFollette and from their two | 


weeklies in those early days undoubtedly 
found expression in the election of Wood- 
row Wilson in 1912 and the inauguration 
of the New Freedom. 


Mr. Bryan’s liberalism came to be blem- 
ished in many eyes as the years went by. 
He wound up in earnest preoccupation with 
a fight on scientific teaching in the schools. 


Old Bob LaFollette developed in the course 
of events a blind and stubborn, though of 
course sincere, isolationism. But let us 
drop a tear at the passing of The Pro- 
gressive, relic of his great days, If there 
is a heaven of political journalism, it will 
find The Commoner there,

To Make Hunting Season Rough 
One, Arms Manufacturers Say 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 9 (AP)—It isn’t a shortage of sport- 
ing arms and ammunition so much as an over-abundance of sports- 
men which is going to make the 1947 hunting season, about to open 
for an estimated 10,800,000 gunners (compared. with 7,524,000 in 1938- 


39) so difficult to enjoy. 


That, in a nutshell, is what is 
to be gathered from spokesmen 
for Connecticut’s world famous 
munitions plants, where more peo- 
ple are working more hours to 
turn out more guns and ammuni- 
tion for sporting purposes than 
ever before, unhampered by 
shortages of steel for guns or 
lead for shot shell loads and cart- 
ridge bullets. 

At the Remington Arms plant 
in nearby Bridgeport, Henry P. 
Davis said that “We’re rupning 
six days a week, 24 hours a day, 
with more workers a shift than in 
any prewar year, turning out 
more sporting arms and ammuni- 
tion than ever.” 

Despite increased production, 
said Davis, “We can produce noth- 
ing for warehouset stocks, because 
everything is going right to the 
trade.” 

Stating that “lack of time” is 
his company’s greatest problem, 
“because there are no labor, lead 
or steel shortages,” Davis’ added, 
“it will likely be necessary’ to 
continue to allocate both guns 
and ammunition for some time.” 

Plant anager Theodore 5S. 
Lynch, speaking for both the Mar- 
lin Firearms ‘Corp. of this city 
and its subsidiary L. C. Smith, Di- 
vision at Ithaca, N. Y., said “there 
just isn’t time in which to meet 
the demand which is terrific.” 

“We're producing only rifles at 
the New Haven plant,” he said, 
“but at the rate of six for each 
prewar rifle we produced, The de- 
mand is about 12 to one. Like 
others, we've had to allocate our

products and it looks like we'll 
have -to do it for some time.” 
W. 8S. Allen, general sales man- 
ager for the Winchester Repeat- 
ing Arms Division of Olin Indus- 
tries, had much the same to say. 
“We have produced more sport- 
ing arms and ammunition in the 
past 12 months than in any pre- 
war year,” said Allen, “and we've 
managed to dent only slightly a 
demand that is unprecedented and 
created by gun-conscious veterahs 
and by five war years when no 
guns or shells could be made for 
civilian pufposes,” 


Walter L. Pierson, speaking for 
O. F. Mossberg & Sons of this 
cy, had a little different angle 

e heavy demand for firé- 
arin After agreeing with Davis 
and Allen, he said: 


“Another reason for this extra* 
oidinary demand is this: During 
the early years of the war hun- 
dreds of thousands of American 
Sportsmen donated weapons te 
our allies, notably Great Britain, 
for'home defense. 

“The sportsmen now want to 
replace those weapons,” said Pier- 
son,

Arthur Hunnicutt.Latest in Long Line of Jeeter Lesters at American

HEN Arkansas-born Arthur 
Hunnicutt decided to leave the 
safe security of medicine 
shows in which he’d been appear-., 
ing for the faraway fields of legit- 
imate theater, he took his first 
step by enrolling tn a dramatic 
schoot where he studied the art 
of speakig, “phonetics, diction, all 
that junk,” as he describes it. 
“But the trouble was, as long as 
I talked right I couldn’t get any 
jobs,” he says, “so I just went 
back to being my plain seif.” 
As his plain self, Hunnicutt has 


managed to twang and draw! his’ | 


way through everything from 
western movies to his present role 
as the unwashed unregenerate 
Jeeter Lester in that controversial 
classic “Tobacco Road,” now pay- 
ing its fourteenth visit to the 
American Theater. 

“It’s a funny thing about ac- 
cents,” long, lanky Hunnicutt who 
looks more’ Lincolnian that Les- 
terian out of make-up, said. “If 
you've got a drawl you can be any- 
thing from Pittsburgh to the

could always tell if they thought 
you were any good or not.” 

Hunnicutt’s brother gave up this 
branch of show business eventu- 
ally, deciding that it was a poor 
way to make a living, and there 
were times when it seemed that 
brother was right. From Arkan- 
sas, Hunnicutt went to Cleveland 
to dramatic school, then to Mar- 
tha’s Vineyard for a couple of sea- 
sons of summer stock, then to 
New York for a couple of seasons 
of semi-starvation. 


“New York’s a wonderful town,” 
he says, “but. it’s a terrible place 
to be broke. I landed there with 
no food, no place to stay, so a 
friend of mine sent me to Frank 
Case at the Algonquin Hotel, who 
took care of a lot of theatrical 
people. He gave me some odd 
jobs to do around the hotel, caulk- 
ing windows, stuff like that, and 
then asked me if I wanted to 
work in the laundry, and I said 
sure. I worked in the laundry 22 


months until I finally got my 
first chance, in a Theater Guild 
show, ‘Love’s Old Sweet Song.’ 
For a while I was rehearsing days

AST night’s newspaper item 
L quoting Patsy D'Agostino, 

president of the National As- 
sociation of Retail Grocers made 
sorry reading. Hewaid that people, 
being human, would come intq a 
store and remark: “Tomorrow is 
meatless Tuesday. I had better 
buy my meat today.” 

The gentleman apparently does 
not think highly of human nature. 
I really hope enough people will 
care enough about human beings 
all over the world and about the 
future of our own country to po- 
lice their own hemes and make it 
unpopular to have meat when you 
are asked not to, or to eat bread 
when you have been asked to go 
without it, ~ 

It will not be difficult to com- 
ply with President Truman’s sug- 
gestion—no meat in our homes 
on Tuesdays, no chicken or eggs 
on Thursdays, cut down on bread 
by one slice a day and no bread 
served in restaurants with meals 
unless we make a request for it. A 
simple set of rules to follow: 

If all of us observe these rules 
we will save a good deal, not only 
to ship abroad but to begin and 
balance production and demand in 
this country. In addition to what 
has been asked of us for Europe, 
we must not forget that there is 
in India today a famine that may 
bring death to a great many peo- 
ple. The people of India are hav- 
ing a hard time settling their own 
affairs, the country is divided, 
many changes are being brought 
about and the general] atmosphere 
is undoubtedly somewhat bewil- 
dered. 


WOMEN ARE PLAYING a new 
role and they are taking on an 
ever-increasing importance in the 
United Nations councils. For the 
first time in Committee 3 there 
are women representing a number 
of countries. I wish I could say 
the same of the other committees, 
but I think that Mrs. Pandit, who 
heads the Indian delegation, is the 
only woman on Committee 1, 

Mrs. Pandit and all the Indian 
women I have met have a keen 
sense of responsibility and want to 
work on meeting the needs of their 
own people and on trying to bring 
peace to their country as quickly 
as possible. They look at you 
sadly but hopefully when they sug- 
gest that perhaps this country 
might be induced to save one 
more slice of bread and send the 


proceeds to India, Both India and 
China need our help and I would 
gladly save that one more slice 
of bread a day if we could get 
enough women to do the same so 
we would have a really large 
amount salvaged for distribution 
overseas. 


We must not turn so much of 
our land into the production of 
any one cereal, however, or we 
will flood the market when this 
present .need is over. We must 
strive to build up the production 
potentialities in these needy coun- 
tries, and tell them firmly that 
our future as well as theirs de- 
pends upon their regaining the 
ability as soon as possible to feed 
themselves. They must make 
enough to become a market for 
our goods, and establish peaceful 
relations throughout the world.

HOW MUCH "borie, acid will, 
say, a pint of water dissolve, to 
make a saturated solution? About 
a rounded tablespoonful. But no 
matter. Boil the water first, then 
put a tablespoonful in before it 
cools, and keep adding a little 
more till it no longer dissolves. 
When the water cools off even 
some of the boric acid already dis- 
solved will settle at the bottom of 
the container. When it is cooled 
to’ room temperature, carefully 
pour off the upper clear liquid and 
you have §.8.B.A. Prepare only as 
much as you will use in a few 
days. 

Perhaps the most frequent pur- 
pose for §.8.B.A, is eye drops or 
eye wash for acute conjunctivitis 
or acute sore eyes or acute eye 
inflammation or irritation of ‘any 
kind. It is of no particular value 
in long-standing or chronic eye 
trouble, however. Not that there 
is any harm in using S.S.B.A, in 


irritation, redness or inflamma- 
tion of long standing; but in such 
cases it is more sensible to con- 
sult a physician, who will at least 
prescribe something more effec- 
tive for the redness, irritation or | 
inflammation.
